REMARKS 

Claims 1-73 are pending in the present Application and are currently are 
subject to a restriction requirement. Accordingly, claims 1-29, 31-59, and 61-73 
are elected, and claims 30 and 60 are withdraw herein. Reconsideration of the 
Application in view of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks is 
respectfully requested. 

Election / Restriction 
On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner contends that Applicant's 
claims are "directed to the following patentably distinct species: The species of 
Figs. 6 and 7." The only rationale supplied by the Examiner for the restriction is 
"because the structures are different." Applicant points out that the Specification 
explicitly states that FIG. 6 and FIG. 7 present various different views of "one 
embodiment of the present invention" (see page 20). Applicant therefore submits 
that FIGS. 6 and 7 are presented as examples of possible specific embodiments, 
and FIGS. 6 and 7 therefore are not intended to limit the scope of the invention in 
any manner. 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner states that "Applicant is 
required ... to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits." 
Accordingly, Applicant herein withdraws claims 30 and 60 which recite language 
depicted in FIG. 7 regarding "raised bumps" that "enable a friction fit." In 
addition, Applicant also herein expressly elects claims 1-29, 31-59, and 61-73 for 
continued prosecution on the merits. 
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Applicant submit that claims 1-29, 31-59, and 61-73 are generic claims 
drawn to the invention in general. Applicant further submits that FIG. 6 depicts 
only one particular embodiment that is presented to illustrate how certain 
aspects of the invention might be implemented. Applicant submits that certain 
other Figures and subject matter in the Application are not eliminated by the 
foregoing election. In addition, in alternate embodiments, the invention may be 
implemented using components and configurations in addition to, or instead of, 
certain of those components and configurations disclosed in conjunction with the 
FIG. 6 embodiment. 
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Summary
